Award Scholarships 


National Research Council Announce 
Awards Worth $27,500 

The national research council an- 
nounced award of 47 scholarships 
worth $27,500 for the fiscal year 
1937-38. They were given to en- 
courage post-graduate training in 
scientific research, chiefly in gradu- 
ate schools of Canadian universities. 

The scholarships — include five 
special ones, three of which 
worth $1,000 each and two 
three fellowships at $700 each; 
studentships at $600 each 
bursaries at $500 each, 

The five special scholarships are 
tenable in the national research 
laboratories at Ottawa and will en- 
able the holders, all of whom have 
done post-graduate research at uni- 
versities, to gain experience in indus- 
trial research before engaging in 
commercial work, 

Chemistry heads the list with 
scholarships, physics second with 12 
and biology next with four, There 
are two in genetics and one each in 
botany, geology, mathematics and 
mechanical engineering. 

Applications were received from 
graduates of 18 Canadian univers- 
ities and the awards will enable the 
holders to work in the following uni- 
Dalhousie, Laval, McGill, 
University de Montreal, Queen's, 
Toronto, Western Ontario and Sas- 
katchewan.

Gardening 


With most vegetables the season 
can be greatly extended by using 
very early, as well as very late, 


types. In garden peas, for exaniple, 
the time of maturity will vary from 


about 50 days to 75. Instead of 
planting only one variety it is ad- 
visable to include at_ least three, 


Early sowing is essential but in cer- 
tain parts of the country a Fall crop 
With a quick-growing variety is also 
possible, In corn, the very early 
Bantam types mature weeks ahead 
of the regular season and some of 
the late, beth white and yellow 
kinds, are on until frost even 
after, 

The gardener is advised, for the 
quickest possible results, to purchase 
a certain quantity of started plants 
of both flowers and vegetables, These 
are usually purchased from the 
greenhouse, florist or seed house. It 
is important to get the vureties 
wanted, and on this account it is a 
splendid idea to consult a good 
Canadian seed catalogue before plac- 
ing the order, The gardener can 
look over the various varicties offer- 
ed in the catalogue and should make 


sure that the particular varieties 
wanted are in the boxes of plants 
bought. 

Among the flowers which can be 


purchased as started plants are cos- 
mos, zinnias, petunias, marigolds, 
salpiglossis, nicotine and a host of 
others, Cabbage, celery, tomato 
head lettuce, egg and pepper plants 
in the vegetable line are all sold as 
started plants.

Hidden Wealth On The Prairies | 


For some time past there has been a growing suspicion in the public 
mind that in all probability there are large, yet undiscovered quantities of 
petroleum and natural gas in the bowels of the earth beneath the sod of all 
three prairie provinces, sufficient natural gas perhaps to provide for the | 
heating and cooking requirements of all the large centres and many of the, 
towns and villages of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba for a long time | 
to come and possibly enough crude oil to meet the needs of the population 
for many decades. 

There was a time, and not so very long ago either, when it would have! 
been thought a wise precaution to have the head examined of anyone who | 
had the hardihood to venture such a prediction, but in the last few years 
and as recently as the last few months evidences of such possibilities have 
been piling up to such an extent as to make these potentialities appear 


to be neither so far-fetched nor so remote. 

Support for optimism in this respect is to be found in recent dis-| 
coveries of crude oil at great depth in the Turner Valley field in Alberta, | 
in the contirmation of the tenability of geological theories resulting from 
tests which are being made at progressive speed in all three provinces and 
in the additional knowledge which is being gained as a result of field work 
supported by improved scientific aid 

It is true that to date neither natural gas nor petroleum has been 
found in commercial quantities in Manitoba and that in Saskatchewan gas 
of adequate flow has been located definitely in only one field, that at Lloyd- 
minster on the Alberta border, and no petroleum in paying quantities. 

In Alberta while natural gas has been in use for a number of years 
as a supply tor the larger centres, the rock pressure has decreased alarm- 
ingly as a result of wastage and it is only in recent months that heavy 
crude petroleum containing all the desirable by-products has been located 


in paying quantities. 
So that despite the pioneering work that has been done in the proy- 
ted as Saskatchewan 


ince bordering the Rockies, Alberta is equally inte 
and Manitoba in any reasonable assurances that new and greater quantities 
of either of these great natural resources may possibly be found, either in 
new fields or in existing fields at greater and hitherto almost untapped 
depths. 

As stuted at the outset such reasonable assurances are not lacking and

their pronouncements, what they are saying to-day gives rise to optimism, 
In the last few years a number of geologists have confirmed the find- 


ings of Dr. G. S. Hume, leral geologist who has done pioneer work in 


mapping out geologic zones in the three prairie provinces and all of them 
speak with approval of his statements that across the Great Plains geologi- 
cal structures favor the possibility of existence of oil and gas in commercial 
quantities, Some go even further and state an unhesitating belief that 
both will eventually be found and that possibly they will in course of time 
prove to be the greatest reservoirs on the North American continent 

In a survey of activities to date and prospects for the future through- 
out the three provinces, in the Montana Oil and Mining Journal, Grenville 
Gates Howard, nationally known geologist refers to the prospects of the 
discovery of gas and oil in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and with respect 
to testing to be done shortly in southwest Manitoba, quotes Dorsey Hager, 
internationally known geologist: and petroleum engineer of Duluth in the 
following words 

“Testing there should encounter oil and gas under 2,000 feet in the 
basal Cretaceous and in the Devonian, The finding of oil and gas in that 
area will open the western part of Manitoba and most of Saskatchewan! 
for development” and adds; “The discovery of commercial oil in Western 
Manitoba will undoubtedly stimulate one of the most aggressive campaigns 
that has been known on the North American continent, Once oil has been 
found there, it seems to me, that British capital will initiate a tremendous 
campaign to develop resources within the Empire.” 

It requires no stretch of the imagination to read into these hints the 
thought that such developments would result in a much-needed impetus to 


‘wards prosperity in a section of the Dominion which has suffered much in 


recent years because of its almost sole reliance on a single industry; but 
because of the natural difficulties which the search for thse minerals en 
tails in the Western Canadian provinces, there is also the need for caution 
on the part of those who might be encouraged to invest what little money 
they can afford, and perhaps more than they can afford in a hazardous 
enterprise What is needed is heavy investment of outside capital from 
sources Where money is available in large amounts

Away every one ran to the scene of 
the fire. The city had a paid fire 
marshal and several volunteer fire 
companies; but fires were frequent 
that summer; and only heaps of 
smouldering ashes usually marked 
their battle scenes.

Alberta Crop Report. 


By Alberta Department of Agricufture 


MAY 7th.—Seeding commenced 
about April 145th in the south and 
central areas as far north as Red Deer 
avd trortheast to Lloydminster, re- 
ports todicating that from 75 to 95% 
of wheat is seeded with a con- 
siderable portion of coarse grain 
seeding also completed, Wheat has 
made a growth of two to three inches 
in some districts, Inthe Edmonton 
zone, north to Athabasca, progress 
of spring work varies somewhat. 
the wheat seeding ranging from #U 
to 8U percent and coarse grains just 
nicely started. In the Peace River 
district seeding is becoming general 
this week, but good progress is now 
being made, 

Suow storms and spring rains 
uave occurred at intervals through 
the south to provide adequate surface 
moisture for germination. This 
applies also to the area from Vegre- 
ville east to the boundary  Un- 
usually dry couditions for spring 
bave Prevaliea through most of th: 
country north of Calgary (not: in- 
cluding the Peace River distriet). 
Spring work, therefore, is farther 
advanced than usual, but surface 
moisture has been limited, Condit- 
ions are much improved, however, 
with good rains during the last 
couple of days Though there is 
now sullicient surface moisture in 
most districts from the international 
boundary north to Athabasca, there 
is little subsoil reserve following the 
dry season of 1986 and comparative- 
ly light winter snowfalls in the 
northern areas. The whole of the 
Peace Kiver district reports excel- 
leat spring conditions, with plenty 
of reserve moisture and prospects of 
a normal crop season. 

Though some soil drifting has 
occurred in the south and east 
central districts, spring rains have 
issisted in its control and it’ bas 
cons: quently not been widespread 

Preparations are made for the 
adequate control of grasshoppers in 
the south. The hatch has been 
delayed by prevailing damp, cool 
conditions, 

Some relief feed continues to move 
to drought districts for work horses 
through the spring work period. 
Pasture is now available to carry 
other classes of stock, especially in 
the range country adjacent to the 
foothills, Seed grain has been 
supplied to drought area farmers 
under the usual regulations. 

There has been shortage of winter 
feed throughout the whole of the 
south and east central areas, and 
stock has come through the winter 
in thin Goudition, but with colipar- 
atively small losses, Lamb, calf 
ind pig crops are about normal 
Stock in the north is in good shape. 
Lhe livestock market bas continued 
fair, Finished catile are finding a 
good market and hogs cuntinue to 
move ata normal rate A tendency 
towards reduced livestock produe 
tion would appear to be in evidence 
as a result of high grain’ prices, 
This applies especially to hogs. 
Feed shortage te many dirtriete tae 
contributed towards reduced dairy 
production and an upward trend Is 
not expected until there is plenty of 
pasture,

Liberals Plan 
Big Convention 
Calgary, June 4-5 


Alberta Liberals are expected to 
muster 2,000 strong in Calgary June 
4th and 5th when the party conven- 
tion will be held to select a new 
leader and draft policies for the 
next election. Preparations are 
being made to handle one of the 
largest political rallies ever held in 
the West, plans already being iv 
shape to provide adequate auditor- 
ium, billeting and camping arrange- 
ments. 


Delegates are expected to number 
more than 1,200, with many altern- 
ates and visitors. During the 
general convention a Women’s 
Liberal Aegsociation will be formed, 
and steps are being taken by young 
Liberals to organize a branch of the 
Alberta Association. 

In connection with the party 
nomination for leader, prominently 
mentioned names are those of EF. L 
Gray of Brooks, formerly deputy 
minister of municipal affairs; J. J. 
Bowlen, Calgary, now Liberal leader 
in the House; C. G. O'Connor, 
M L.A., Edmonton; Rev. George 
MacDonald, Edmonton, and Robert 
Barrowman, Lethbridge. 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Dominion 
minister of agriculture, will be one 
of the epeakers at Calgary, scheduled 
to deal with the vexatious queetion ;———— 
of federal-provincial relationships. 
Roy C. Edmanson, Calgary, Alberta 
Liberal Association President, will 
preside at the convention. Federal 
constituency associations will join 
with provincial representation at 
the rally, with the likelihood of the 
two bodies merging into one for 
future operations.
